At the time of the massive Pakistani attack on the Indo- 
Pakistan border in the Rann of Kutch, in April 1965, Shri 
Bhausaheb Shivajirao Shirke was commanding a State 
Reserve Police Garrison at Chhad Bet. When the Police 
Post at Sardar was attacked, the enemy concentrated a large 
force opposite Chhad Bet. Undaunted by this intimidation 
and the presence of numerically superior forces with heavy 
armour, Shri Shirke carried out successive patrols along the 
border till the standing post at Hanuman Talai was shelled 
on the 21st April 1965. On the 23rd April, the police post 
at Winghi was subjected to heavy firing and on the 24th 
April, the enemy artillery started shelling Chhad Bet post 
and firing with MMGs and 3" mortars. The Pakistani forces 
advanced up to 1200 yards from the perimeter of the Chhad 
Bet Post, but the Police force, under the able leadership of 
Shri Shirke, vigorously engaged the enemy forces and 
repulsed their concentrated attack after a grim fight which 
lasted for 3 hours. 

In this encounter, Shri Bhausaheb Shivaijrao Shirke, 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry, exemplary courage, leader- 
ship and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the 21st April 1965, the Pakistani armed forces heavily 
shelled the standing patrol post of the Chhad Bet garrison 
at Hanuman Talai. As a result of the heavy enemy fire, 
one Head Constable of the standing patrol post was found 
to be missing. The Post Commander deputed Head Cons- 
table Bhaskar Anandarao Deokar to search for the missing 
Head Constable Despite firing from the enemy. Head 
Constable Deokar set out and succeeded in finding the body 
of the missing Head Constable and managed to bring It, 
along with ammunition and equioment, back to Chhad Bet 
Post. On the 23rd and 24th April, when the enemy artillery 


started shelling Chhad Bet Post and firing with MMGs and 
3" mortar. Head Constable Deokar moved from place to 
place inside the post and organised the removal of essential 
arms and ammunition to a safe place at grave risk to his 
life. 

Head Constable Bhaskar Anandarao Deokar displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order in utter disregard for his personal safety.

Constable Balram Ramchandra Malsure was with the 
detachment of the Stafe Reserve Police Force stationed at 
Chhad Bet when Pakistani armed forces attacked the Police 
Post on the 23rd and 24th April 1965, On the 24th April, 
when after heavy and continuous artillery and mortar fire 
it became impossible for the smaU police party to withstand 
the massive and concentraed attack by the numerically 
superior enemy forces, the Post Commander ordered the 
removal of records and surplus arms and ammunition from 
the Post to a safer position. In this very difficult and dan- 
gerous task in the face of such heavy fire. Constable Balram 
Ramchandra Malsure was of immense help. Defying the 
shelling and in complete disregard of his own safety, Cons- 
table Malsure moved from place to place, collected valuable 
records, surplus arms and equipment and loaded them in 
vehicles, to be removed to a safer place.

When the enemy crossed the 
international border at Kanjarkot prior to attacking Sardar 
Post, Head Constable Darwal displayed great keenness and 
initiative in carrying out patrols and reconnaissances, driving 
his vehicle close to the border at considerable personal risk. 
He continued his mobile patrols right up to the border in 
spite of the threats from Pakistan Rangers. On the 22nd April, 
Head Constable Darwal retrieved the body of a Head 
Constable from the Hanuman Talai area in the midst of 
firing. Again on the 23rd and 24th April 1965, when 
Chhad Bet was heavily shelled, Head Constable Darwal 
carried out the removal of essential documents, arms and 
equipment to safer places and brought food for the per- 
sonnel of the post in the midst of heavy shelling from the 
enemy. Head Constable Mangalsingh Ishwarsingh Darwal 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order m utter disregard for his personal 
safety.

RULES 

New Delhi- 11 , the 6 th November 1965 

No. 8/30/65-CS-/7. — The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
May 1966. for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in 
the following Services/posts are published for general infor- 
mation : 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Sendee — Grade 

H: 

(il) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — 
Grade II; 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade n of the 
Stenographers' Sub-Cadre); and 

(iv) Posts of Stenographer in certain Departments and 
Offices of the Government of India not participating 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/ 
T.F.S, (B) /Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service, and such post in the Office of the Election 
Commission. 

2. The examination will be conducted bv the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to these Rules, 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3, (1) A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India or, 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India; 
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Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 

(e) or (,f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been granted by the Government of 
India, and if he belongs to category ( i ) the certificate of 
eligibility, will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which such a candidate 
will be retained in service subject to his having acquired 
Indian citizenship; 

Provided further that Certificate of eligibility will not be 
necessary in the case of a candidate — 

(0 who had migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July 1948, and have ordina- 
rily been residing in India since then. 

(ii) who had migrated to India from Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth day of July. 1948, and have 
got ihcmselves registered as citizens of India under 
Aiticle 6 of the Constitution. 

(hi) who falls within category (f) above and who is not 
a citizen of Tndia and had entered service under the 
Government of India before the commencement of 
the Constitution, viz., 26th January 1950, and had 
continued in such service since then without a 
break. Any such person who re-entered or may 
re-enter such sc'viee after any break of such service 
after the 26th January 1950, will, however, require 
certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 

(c), (d) and (e) above will not be eligible for appointment 
to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre). 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary mav be admitted to tbe examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being granted in his favour by the Government. 

4. A candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Trihe or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of pondicherrv or is not a resident of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands, or is not a repatriate from Ceylon, or is 
not a resident of the Union Territory of Goa. Daman and 
Diu, or is not a migrant from Kenya, Uganda and the United 
Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), 
shall not be permitted to compete more than twice at the 
examination, but this restriction shall be effective from the 
examination held in 1962. 

Norm 1. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed at the examination once for all 
the Services/ posts covered hv tbe examination, if he com- 
petes for any one or more of the Services/posts. 

Note 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

5. (A) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 18 vears and must not have attained 
the age of 24 years on 1st January 1966, i.e. he must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1942 and not later 
than 1st January, 1948. 

(B) The upper age limit will be rclaxable up to the age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who are employed as Steno- 
graphers (including language Stenographers) /Clerks in the 
various Departments/Offlces of the Government of India 
and have rendered not less than 3 years continuous service 
as Stenographer (including language Stenographer) /CleTk on 
the 1st Tanuarv 1966. and continue to be employed either as 
Stenographer (including language Stenographer) or as Clerk 
under the said Government, 

Provided that the above age relaxation will not be avail- 
able to persons appointed as Stenographers, on the basis of 
earlier examinations, held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission, in : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers' Service; or 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Service; 
or 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B); or 

(iv) The Intelligence Bureau. 

Note- — Service rendered bv R M.S. Sorters employed in 
Subordinate offices of P AT Depth shall be treated as service 
rendered in the grade of Clerk for purpose of Rules 5(B) 
above. 

(C) The upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 
further rclaxable : — - 

(1) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a hona fide displaced person from East Pakistan 
and has migrated to Tndia on or after January 1, 
1964: 

(iii) up to a maximum of eicht years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a hona fide displaced person from East 
Pakistan and has migrated to Tndia on or after 
January 1, 1964; 

(iv) no + o a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry, and 
has received education through the medium of 
French, at one stage or another; 


(v) up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
an Indian citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon; 

(Vii) up to a maximum of three, years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu, and 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED. 

V.fl. — (i) The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under the age concession mentioned in Rule 
5(B), above, is liable to be cancelled, if after submitting his 
application, he resigns from service or bis services are 
terminated by his department, either before or after taking 
the examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible 
if he is retrenched from the service or post after submitting 
his application. 

(ii) A Stenographer (including language Stenographer)/ 
Clerk who is on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the 
approval of the competent authority will be eligible to be 
admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible- 

6. Candidates who arc employed in or under the Intelli- 
gence Bureau will be admitted, if otherwise eligible, to com- 
pete for vacancies in the Intelligence Bureau only. Other 
candidates, whether in Government service or not, if other- 
wise eligible, will be admitted to compete for vacancies in 
all tbe Services/Officcs recruitment to which is made on the 
results of this examination. 

7. Candidates must have passed one of the following

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Note — (1) In exceptional cases tho Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who has not any of the 
foregoing qualifications, as a qualified candidate, provided 
that he has passed examinations conducted by other institu- 
tions, the standard of which in the opinion of the Commission 
justifies his admission to the examination. 

(2) candidate who has appeared at an examination the 
passing of which would render him eligible to appear at this 
examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination, A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply provided the qualifying examination is completed before 
the commencement of this examination.

17. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged

Candidates indicating 
C.S.S.S. as one of their preferences should state clearly in 
their applications whether they would wish to be considered 
for inclusion in such a reserve list. 

Note 2.— The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion, and the Com- 
mission will not ent*r into correspondence with them regard- 
ing the result. 

18. Success in the examination confers no right, to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service/post, 

19. Conditions of service relating to the Services/posts to 
which recruitment is being made through this examination, 
are briefly stated in Appendix II.

SCHEDULE 

Standard and syllabus of the examination 

Noie.— The standard of the question papers in Part A 
will he approximately that of the Matriculation examination 
of an Indian University. 

English. — The paper will be dsigned to test the candidates’ 
knowledge of English Grammar and Composition, and gene- 
rally their power to understand and ability to write correct 
English. Account will be taken of arrangement, general 
expression and workmanlike use of the language. The paper 
may include questions cm essay writing; precis writing; draft- 
ing; correct use of words, easy idioms and prepositions; direct 
and indirect speech, etc.

(6) Persons appointed to Grade II of the Service in 
pursuance of their option for that service will not, after such 
appointment have any claim for transfer or appointment to

B, Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Service 

(aj The service conditions of Stenographers employed in 
the Ministry of Railways so far as recruitment, training, 
promotion, etc, are concerned, are regulated by the Railway 
Board’s secretariat Stenographer’s Service Scheme, which is 
on the lines of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
Scheme. 

(b) The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Service 
consists of the following two grades. 

(i) Stenographers’ Grade I — Rs. 350 — 25 — 650. 

(ii) Stenographers’ Grade II — Rs. 210 — 10 — 270—15 — 
300 — EB — 15—450 — EB — 20 — 530. 

Direct recruitment is made in Grade II only. Die posts 
in Grade I arc filled by promotion from amongst Grade II 
Stenographers. Grade 11 Stenographers on promotion to 
Grade 1 are allowed a minimum pay of Rs. 400 per month. 

Grade I Stenographers are also considered for promotion 
as Section Officers in accordance with the rules in force 
from time to time, against the quota reserved for them, 

(e) The Railway Board's Secretariat Stenographers’ Ser- 
vice is confined to the Ministry of Railways and the staff are 
not liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers' Service. 


(d) Officers of the [Railway Board's -Stenographers Service 
recruited undor these rules : 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits and 
(.ii) shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Rail- 
way Provident Fund under the rules of that fund 
as are applicable to Railway servants appointed on 
the date they join service. 

(e) Ihe staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitled to the privilege of passes and privilege ticket orders 
on the same scale as are admissible to other Railway Staff. 

(f) As regards leave and other conditions of service, stall 
included in the Railway Board’s Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service are treated in the same way as other Railway staff 
but in the matter of medical facilities they will be governed 
by rules applicable to other Central Government employees 
with headquarters at New Delhi. 

C. Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers Sub-cadre. 

The scale of Grade II of the SSC of the Indian Foreign

EB — -21) — 530. The officers appointed to Grade II of tho 
Si>C ol the l.F.S. (Branch ‘B’) will be governed by the 
L.F.S. Branch B’ (RCSP) Rules 1964, l.F.S. (PLCA) Rules, 
1961 as made applicable to l.F.S. ‘B’ officers and such other 
rules and orders as may be made applicable to them by the 
Government of India, 

The Indian Foreign Service Branch ‘B’ is confined to the 
Ministry of External Affairs and Indian Missions abroad and 
the officers appointed to this service are not normally liable 
to transfer to other Ministries except the Ministry of Com- 
merce. They are, however, liable to serve anywhere inside 
or outside India. 

During service abroad, IFS(B) officers are granted foreign 
allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates which may 
be sanctioned from lime to time, depending upon the cost 
ol living etc. of the countries concerned. In addition, the 
toilowing concessions are also admissible during service 
abroad, in accordance with the 1FS (PLCA) Rules, 1961, as 
made applicable to 1FS(B) Officers : — 

(i) Free furnished accommodation according to the 
scale prescribed by the Government, 

(ii) Medical Attendance Facilities under the assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme. 

(iii) Annual return air passage for children between 
the ages of 8 and 18, studying in India to visit 
their parents during the long vacation subject to 
certain conditions. 

(iv) An allowance for the education of children up to 
a maximum of two children between the ages of 
5 and 18 at rates prescribed by Government from 
time to time. 

(v) Outfit allowance in connection with service abroad, 
in accordance with the prescribed rules and at rates 
fixed by Government from time to time. In addi- 
tion to ordinary outfit allowance, special outfit 
allowance is admissible to officers posted in coun- 
tries, where abnoramlly cold climatic condition 
exist. 

(vi) Home leave passage lor officers and their families 
in accordance with the prescribed rules. 

The revised leave Rules, 1933 as amended from time to 
lime, will apply to members of the service, subject to certain 
modifications. For service abroad, except in some neighbour- 
ing countries, officers are entitled to an additional credit of 
leave to the extent of 50 per cent of leave admissible under 
the Revised Leave Rules. 

While in India, Officers are entitled to such concessions as 
are admissible to other Central Govermnent Servants of 
equal and similar status. 

Officers of the IFS(B) are governed by the General Pro- 
vident Fund (Central Services) Rules, 1960, us amended 
from time to time and by orders issued thereunder. 

Officers appointed to this service are governed by the 
Liberalised Pension Rules, 1950, ns amended from time to 
time and by orders issued thereunder. 

D. Election Commission, India

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 13th October 1965 

No. 9, '2/65 -Salt . — In supersession of the former Ministry 
of Commerce & Industry’s Resolution No. 9/2/62-Salt, dated 
the 9th April 1963, the Government of India have decided 
to reconstitute the Central and the Regional Advisory Boards 
for Salt. Tire functions of the Central Board will be to 
advise the Government of India on the administration of 
the proceeds of the salt cess levied under section 3 of the 
Salt Cess Act, 1953, and to make recommendations generally 
for measures conducive to the development of the salt 
industry, e.g . — 

(i) establishment and maintenance of research stations, 
model farms and salt factories;

Recommendations of the Study Team 


Decision of the Government 


18. The circulation of a weekly statement of firms which 
registered during the previous week should be discontinued 
us the trade-lists are not being properly maintained and 
tenders arc not issued to many firms who are registered for 
months. The Registration Section should send a memo 
instead indicating the items for which the firm has been 
registered to the sections concerned so that immediate 
action can be taken to amend the trade-lists failing which 
responsibility should be fixed. 

19. The DGS&D should amend those clauses of standard 
terms and conditions which are not in accordance with 
normal trade practice, are generally unacceptable to suppliers 
and are in fact amended in individual cases generally. 

20. These terms and conditions should be scrutinised by a 
Committee consisting of the representatives of the DGS&D, 
Finance and Law, who should consult the representatives of 
trade. 


21. Except when a case falls under above a firm habi- 
tually asking for a change in the DGS&D standard terms 
and conditions should be struck off the Government regis- 
tration. 

22. For the proper maintenance of performance cards the 
section should be strengthened by four additional clerks. 


23. The performance cards should also show quantities 
accepted under deviation under price reduction. The firm 
in whose case the stores accepted by and large are under 
deviation should not be given contracts by DGS&D as they 
are instrumental in eliminating genuine suppliers by cutting 
prices. 

24. There should be an annual review of performance 
cards by the Deputy Director of Registration during the 
period January to March reviewing previous year’s perfor- 
mance. 

Charter VII — Purchase 
A — Cotton Textiles 

25. The Director of Supplies (Tex.), Bombay should be 
given the following enhanced powers :• — 

(a) Full powers to advertise demands against indents 
exceeding four lakhs. 


(b) Full discretion to issue routine amendments to con- 
tracts not falling within his purchase powers e.g, 

(i) Change of consignee’s address. 

(ii) Change of the Inspecting Officer. 

(iii) Change in despatch instructions. 


(iv) Acceptance of stores under deviation with 
price reduction in respect of quantities accepted. 


(v) Granting extension of delivery period where 
indentor has concurred and there is no down- 
ward trend in prices (to be issued in consulta- 
tion with his associated finance ). 

(vi) Full powers to provide for the Rate of Excise 
Duty where at the time of placement of the 
contract provision for payment of Excise Duty 
at the prevailing rates is made and where 
supplies have been made in time. 

26. The delegations at (i) to (V) in 25 should be made 
to the other Regional Offices as well as to the Directorate 
at Fleadquarters. 


27. Rate/Running Contracts should be concluded for 
items of repetitive nature such as Sewing Cotton, Buttons, 
Dusters and Towels, The scope of Rate Contracts with 
Khadi and Village Industries Commission should be extend- 
ed to cover the entire country instead of Delhi and New 
Delhi. 

28. The Defence specifications for various Textile items 
should be reviewed by the proposed Planning Development 
Division and relaxed under certain conditions.

35. firms having adequate quality control and highly qua- 
lified lechnical officers, should be allowed to supply stores 
without inspection subject to a suitable guarantee to be fur- 
nished by them subject to the following safeguards : — - 

(a) No relaxation be allowed in case safety items. 

(b) Where allowed, quality certification from the firm 
should be compulsory. 

(c) An adequate warranty from the firm should be 
insisted upon. 

(d) A judicious selection of firms should be done by 
a committee consisting of the DDG (Inspection), 
the DDG (Supply) and a representative of the 
Ministry of Supply not below the rank of Deputy

(e) The entire matter should, in the first instance, be 
given an experimental trial for one year after 
which the position should be reviewed. 


B — Jute 

36. Based on the past performance of the suppliers of 
Jute Goods the condition of inspection before supply should 
be waived. The selection of such firms should be left to 
a committee consisting of the Director General of Supplies 
and Disposals, Deputy Director General of Supplies and 
Disposals and a representative of Department of Supply. 
The firm, so selected should also be asked to come under 
the appropriate I.S.I. Certification scheme. The firms should 
give a suitable guarantee regarding their goods which may 
be drafted by Government. 

Chapter IX — Inspection ( Miscellaneous ) 

37. Steps should be taken to lay down uniform inspection 

procedures and norms for the more important stqpes. The 
above work should be entrusted to a suitably qualified 
officer, say a Director of Inspection. If norms are laid 
down, additional staff can be given as and when there is 
increase in work load so that inspection work does not 
suffer. i 

38. Immediate arrangements should be made to diarise all 
the requests that are received at a central place and show 
how they have been distributed. Disposal of a request 
should also be entered in the Diary. This Diary should be 
checked every week by the Director of Inspection who would 
know the state of work load with each Inspector. 

39. The diaries of Inspectors should also Indicate the 
results of inspection i.e, quality of stores inspected and the 
quantity that was passed and rejected and these diaries 
should be checked by the Group-in-Charge every week 
instead of every month as done presently. Besides, advance 
weekly programme of Inspection should be drawn up for 
each Inspector keeping in view the work load pending with 
each Inspector and approved by the Officer-in-charge of the 
group.
